There was almost a comic opera 
plot in the secrecy observed in the 
meeting. Secretary Norton this after­ 
noon admitted that the arrangements 
for the conference had been made 
by him after the request had come 
through Griscom from Col. Roose­ 
velt. The contributing editor made 
his getaway from O yster Bay this 
morning before the correspondents 
got on his trail,and as there was quite 
a stiff breeze kicking up the sound, 
struck out boldly in the little motor 
boat for the Connecticut shore. 
At Black Rock Roosevelt was join­ 
ed by Griscom and the motor boat 
continued its trip up the Connecticut 
shore to a desolate spot a few miles 
outside of New Haven where Secre­ 
tary Norton was waiting with an au­ 
tomobile. When Norton was corner­ 
ed by the corresipndenas wdth the 
president as he was about to set out 
for the rendezvous he admitted that 
a meeting was to take place between 
the president and the ex-president 
but declined to give the place or any 
information as to the subjects to be 
discussed. 
Wild Speculation
